THIRTY-SEVEN YEARS 


Compilation of Full Marginal Refer- 
ences For the Revised New Testa- 
ment Has Been Completed— 
Iriginal Compiles Are Ocad— 
Several Verses Have Nearly One 
Hundred References.

Londou, February 10.—After thirty- 
seven years of work the task of com- 
piling the full marginal references for 
the revised new testament has been 
completed. A new addition will soon 
be sent out by the presses in which 
the new references will be substituted 
for the abridged references of 1898. 

Since the deaths of the original com. 
pilers, Dr. Scrivener and Professor 
Moulton, the work has been done by 
the Rev. Aibert W, Greenup, principal 
of the London College -of Divinity, 
ind Dr. MacNeil, protessor of Biblical 
Exegesis in that»institution, and the 
Rev. Professor Jomes H. Moulton, of 
Greenwood, professor of Hellenistic 
Greek and Indo-European physiology 
at Manchester University, who is a 
son of the late Professor W. E. Moul- 
ton, 

Professor Greenup says he believes 
that every published commentary on 
the New Tstament has ‘been read; 
besides many issues of the authorized 
versions having marginal references, 
including French, German, Greek and 
Hebrew. 

As an instance of the detail with 
which the work has been carried out, 
he cites one verse, the references 
which took ten years to complete. 

Many verses in the gospels and 
epistles have nearly a hundred refer- 
ences each in the new edition.

FATAL FIRE AT NICOLET, QUEBEC 


Hotel and Restaurant Burned—Hotel 
Proprietor Burned to Death. 


Nicolet, Quebec, February 9.—The 
Hotel Rochelle and an adjoining res- 
taurant kept by A. Lepage, as weil as 
the stables and sheds, were burned to 
the ground here tonight, and Edmund 
Rochelle, who was asleep in his room 
at the time, being held in by the 
flames, lost his life. Only a few 
bones were found in the ruins after 
the fire. The fire was caused by the 
explosion of a lamp, and as the hotel 
was a wooden building it was impos- 
sible for the volunteer ‘brigade to“do 
much except to prevent the spread of 
the flames. Edmund Rochelle was 
seen at a window calling for help, but 
it was then impossible to reach him, 
as the window and side of the build- 
ing were in flames, The loss will 
reach $20,000, on which there is par- 
tial insurance.

Mother Secures Hearing for Cruelty 
Charges. 


N.Y., Feb, 8—Follow- 
ing mepvintment today of W. 
Vanamee, a) lawyer of Newburg, ae 
referee’ to héar the cruelty charges 
preferred by Harry K .Thaw againat 
the Matteawan State hospital of the 
insane, arfafigements are being made 
ior the hearing. Charles Morschauser, 
counsel for Thaw,, said tonight that 
he was ready to go on. 

“T am pleased and gratified by the 
decision,” said Mr. Morschauser. ’'T 
feel mow that Thaw will be given dif- 
ferent surronndings* and when fhe 
time comes for him to again ask the 
courts for his freedom the physicians 
who treat him and who will ‘be called 
will not be antagonistic to him. 

“In all my dealings with Thaw, I 
have always und him to be per- 
fectiy sane. Wile the doctors at the 
hospital talk about his violence, T 
say T have found him always gentle- 
manly and quiet. Tf we succeed in 
having Thaw transferred his mother 
will return to her Lome in Pittsburg 
She is broken in health and spirits. 
but she will not go away and leave 
her son in Matteawan.” 

The order of Justice Tompkins 
makes the stipulation that Thaw bear 
all the expertses of the proceedings, 
that hearing should ‘be held in the 
village of Matteawan and that they 
shall be completed within 25 days.

makes a total of nearly $3,500,000 re- 
covered by the government trom the 
sugar companies,

LORDS’ VETO THE 
PRINCIPAL ISSUE 


Life of the Present British Parlia- 
ment Will be Devoted to Limit- 
ing Veto Power of Peers. 


London, Feb, 9%—The prime minister 
has issued the oustomary letter to his 
followers, asking their attendance at 
the opening of parliament, “as mat 
ters of urgent importance will immed- 
iately frise,” 

Mr. Xsquith’s letter Uisposes of the 
Lords’ veto might tbe proceeded with 
even befare the address or reply to 
the King’s speech was moved by ex 
plicitly eaying that the address will 
be moved immediately the King’s 
speech is delivered, 

In influential quarters it is assert- 
ed that the King’s speech will refer 
to no legislative proposals whatever 
except those for limiting the veto 
power of the Lords, that the veto bill 
Will be largley based on Sir Henry 
Campbe ll-Bannerman’s resolution, and 


that no separation will be made be+ 
tween the ‘financial and legislative 
veto, 


Until the cabinet evaneiils are hell 
however, everything is a matter of 
speculation, but it seems that certain 
Ministers anticipate that the whole 
life of the parliament will be devoted 
to the veto question and that the 
whole government party will be called 
to take a eelf-saerificing attitude’ so 
far as general legislation is concerned, 

Looking at the attitude of the Labor 
party, as indicated iby the speech of 
James Kier Hardie in Newport today, 
the premier may expect trowblous 
times from the restive spirits o! his 
conglomeration of supporters.

TRIP OVER 
YELLOWHEAD SUMMIT 


Seventeen on Occupied in Making 
Fourteen Miles on the First Trait 
Through the Yellowhead Pass hy 
Donald McDenald, One of the 
Oldest Packers of the West. . 


Geventecn days in cutting through 
the brush and breaking down the snow 
for fourteen milés over the summit of 
the Yellowhead Pass, is the record >i 
Donald McDonald, one of the oldest 

ackers of the north and west who 

as just returned to Edmonton after 
a freighting trip to the western slopes 
of the Rockies. 

Mr. McDonald left BRdmonton m 
December 17th with supplies for the 
C.N.R. surveyors working near Moose 
Lake on thé Fraser, thirty miles west 
of the summit. He reached Edmon- 
ton on return on Tuesday evening, 
aeving made the first pack trail .n 
the history of man over the summit. 
There were nine men in his party and 
they were compelled to break a road 
for miles through the snow as well as 
to wade the Meatt river on the west- 
ern slope of the mountains. The 
difficulty of their task may ‘be imag. 
ined from the fact that for more than 
two weeks they did not make an aver- 
age of a mile a day. 

This was the second trip of the 
old-time packer to the Yellowhead 
this winter. On his earlier trip about 
the first of December he used pack 
horses. Returning to Edmonton the 
snow was falling fast in the moun- 
tains and this determined the use of 
sleighs and teams for the second 
journey. \ 
The Snow Was Deep. 

“The snow was from four -to five 
feet deep through the Pass,” said Mr. 
McDonald to the Bulletin yesterday, 
“but the weather was mild and we-did 
not mind the trip. It was slow work 
though and it took us a great deai 
of time in working over the summit to 
the western slope.” 

The packer was naturally reticent 
about the work being done by the «. 
N.R. engineers but the information 
was elicited that a party of seventeen 
were working down the Fraser and 
were now near Moose Lake, which is ! 
about thirty miles west of the Yellow- 
head. They are running the line 
towards Kamloops from which point | 
other survey parties are working east 
up the Fraser. Their work is pro- 
gressing rapidly and it will not be 
long before a complete survey is made 
that will give a good grade over the 
ae for the latest transcontin- 
ental,

An Old Time Packer, 

Mr. McDonald who now makes his 
headquarters at Lac Ste. Aine, has 
been engaged in packing north and 
west of Edmonton for more than 
twenty years. He came to Edmonton 
more than a quarter of a century ago 
from Winnipeg, and one of his first 
trips west wag to the Jasper House 
with Dan Noyes, now residing at 
Noye’s Crossing. Since tnen he —as 
made many trips principally to the | 
west and no one is better acquainted 
with the country than he. 

He left last night by the C.N.R. 
with his wife on a trip to Winnipeg. 
He will return in the course of a week 
or two and will then leave on another 
freighting trip to the mountains. 


ORANGEMEN RAISE PROTEST 


Against Teaching of French in Public 
Schools: in Ontario, 


Toronto, Feb. 9.—A large deputa-! 
ton at the parliament buildings con- 
sisting of over sixty menrbers of the 
Grand Lodges of the Orange Order 
throughout eastern and western On- 
tario, waited on Sir James Whitney 
asking for regulation of certain things 
in connection with the present public 
schoo] situation. A number of com 
plaints, both from Irish Roman Cath- 
olics and Protestants, that there have 
been numerous cases in which when 
French Roman Catholics were in the 
majority in a school section, they sold 
public schools to separate school 
boards for merely nominal sums. The 
deputation also stated that in other 
cases in public schools when the 
French Roman Catholics were in the 
majority French teachers are appoint- 
ed, and the religious services of the 
Roman Catholic church are taught, in 
spite of the fact that they are public 
schools, In some raises Protestant 
children were turned out during these 
services, and in some allowed to ve- 
main. 

In, by-lingual schools, it was claimed 
that French is often used to the ex- 
clusion of English, although it waa 
intended that only sufficient French 
should be used to enable the teacher 
to teach English. The deputation did 
not ask for legislation, but merely ‘or 
the regulation of these things. 

The visitors asked that in the 
schools in Eastern Ontario the teach- 
ers should use Eng@ish. but should 
have enough French to assist ...¢ 
scholars until the latter got a suffici- 
ent knowledge of English.

DUTY ON PERSONAL EFFECTS. 


Revised Regulations Regarding Their 
Admission to United States. 
Washington, D. C., Feb. 9.—Revised 
regulations governing tae admission 
free of duty of personal effects of pas- 
sengers arriving in the United Stat>s 
drew close the line fhat has preveiled 
during recent years, when other than 
actual personal effects were allowed 
to be included im the $100 exemption. 
The change is made in conformity 
with recent decisions of the courts and 
the board of general sppraisers. {t 
is specifically provided that: 
Residents of the United States are 
allowed $100 worth of articles in the 
nature of personal effects at their pre- 
sent foreign value, free of duty, pro- 
vided they are not intended for other 
persons or for sale or to be used on 
business, and are properly declared, 
Use, it is declared. does not exempt 
from duty wearing apparel or other 
articles Obtained abroad, and cigars 
and cigarettes are not included with 
the $100 exemption. Each passenger 
over 18 years is entitled to bring in 
free either 50 cigars or 800 cigarettes 
for his or her individus! consumption, 
Foreigners are privileged to enter 
free such articles as are in the na- 
ture of wearing apparel, of personal 
hdornment and similer effects accom- 
panyiffg the passenger necessary for 
wear and for use for the journey and 
not intended for other purposes or for 
sale, without regard to the $100 vmi 
tation, Citizens of the United States 
mey have this privilege provided they 
are bona-fide residents of a foreign 
country,

TEST DRILLS FOR PIERS. 


For several days past a steam drilling 
outtit has been at work on the site of 
the high level, The outfit has been en- 
gaged on what is known as pier No, 2 
trom the south bank of the river, and 
Saturday the pipe was being drivendown 
rapidly at a distance of 80 ft,. and no 
signs of a hard bottom sufficient to build 
an, immense concrete column upon, had 
been reached. It is not known what 
distance the shafts will have to be sunk 
before rocky subsoil is reached as this 
is the first test hole to be drilled. 

It is understood that the drilling out- 
fit is engaged by contracting firms ten- 
dering on the big bridge and the great 
depth of sub-soil will naturally necessi- 
tate a much higher expense in pier 
building. The three other pier sites have 
been staked out and when the test is 
completed on the present location a drill 
wil have to be made at each of these. 
The big gravel dredge of the bithulitic 
company was left almost directly on the 
site of the north pier and workmen are 
now engaged in breaking the boat loose 
from the ice and moving it a short dis- 
tance up stream.

sion was unheard of. The Real Es- 
tate exchange came into existence 
with the.idea of bringing the real 


estate brokers together to secure for 
each broker the exclusive agency of 
al} property listed or offered for sale 
by him, to effect a uniform rate of 
commission to be charged in real es- 
tate transactions and to maintain 
among Edmonton rea) estate brokers 
4 apirit of fair and honorable compe- 
tition, and to assure the buyer and 
seller the services of responsible and 
trustworthy agents upon a definite and 
uniform standard of contract and 
charges, to the end that the interests 
of the buyer, seller and broker might 
be alike protected. 

To what @uccess the exchange had 
obtained might be better estimated by 
the position that the exchange now 
occupied jn the city, It was recog- 
nized by the board of trade to the 
extent that any answer to an out- 
side enquiry was accompanied by a 
list of the members of the Real Estate 
exchange, The justices of the Supreme 
court and the judges of the Division 
court had ruled that all judicial sales 
authorized by court, were to be post- 
ed on the tistings of the Edmonton 
Real Estate exehange. 

A Good Year Ahead. 

President Smith continuing, expres- 
sed the opinion that the coming year 
was filled with oppo:tunitios.
